The question which most concerns the 
Democratic party, is what to do with Mr 
Tilden, or rather, what will Mr. Tilden dc 
with the Democratic party ?

Tho following from the ‘'Journal of 
Henry J. Raymond,” appears in the March 
Scribner: Mr.Seward talked very freely 
of our foreign relations. At the outset of 
the war, he said, every foreign minister at 
Washington, except Baron Gerolt, the 
Prussian minister, sympathized with seces­ 
sion in one way and another. Their views 
had been changed, nntil now they were ail 
solicitous to avoid giving us any offense, 
and anxious to maintain the most friendly 
relations. France had withdrawn 
her 
fleet from the mouth of the Mississippi, 
aud had dismissed her consul at New Or­ 
leans, who had made himself offensive to 
us by aiding the rebels. England evinced 
in various ways her kindly feelings, and 
now atked as favors concessions she had 
hitherto demanded as rights. As an 
stance of this fie mentioned that ao officer 
of the British army, Major Winnie, had 
been taken at Point ol Rocks coming 
our lines without authority. He was in 
son, and was to be tried by court c 
tial as a spy. Lord Lyons had urged 
release several times, but this had been 
refused. He had Anally promised to p 
stop to the frequent visits of English 
officers to the rebel armies, and in consid­ 
eration of this Mr. Seward had agreed 
mat the officer should be tried, but 
immediately 
pardoned. 
He 
recited 
several other instances illustrating the 
changed dispositions of the English gov­ 
ernment. “And now,” said Mr. Seward 
‘•just when we have with great difficulty 
established these relations with foreign 
powers, and given them most distinctly 
to understand tfiat intervention in any 
form will not be tolerated, Mr. Greeley 
comes forward, holds private interviews, 
aud opens a correspondence 
with the 
French minister to persuade them that the 
people would welcomej a mediation which 
should terminate the w ar!” 
Mr. Seward 
showed a great deal of indignation at thU 
mischievous interference with our fbreiga 
relations, and expressed fears that it might 
produce serious aud injurious results. Mr. 
Greeley, he said, had rendered him 
clearly and unmistakably liable to the 
penalties of the law forbidding all such 
intercourse with foreign ministers; but bis 
owe personal relations with him would 
render it impossible for him to take any 
steps in the matter, as it would be changed 
to personal hostility on his part. Secre 
tary Usher, (of the interior department) 
thought this consideration ought not to 
interfere with his discharge of a public 
duty. He said the arrest of Mr Greeley 
would do great good by satiating the 
people that the government meant to pun­ 
ish all violations of law and all departures 
Irom 
loyalty 
with 
impartial 
vigor. 
Mr. Seward

deal of lively ridicule of Mr Greeley's 
proposition to make {Switzerland the arbi­ 
ter of our destiny—a republic half Prus - 
si t n and half French, halt Catholic, and 
nail Protestant, beld together by outward 
pressure, and represented fiat Washington 
by a consul general who 'kept a “flower 
and feed store” near the capitol and knew 
no more of the necessities aod conditions of 
our national existence than he did of the 
politics of the moon. 
Mr Bancroft, who 
had fallen asleep during the most serious 
part of the secretary's exposition, awoke at 
this sally, and expressed the opinion that 
it would be much better to ridicule Mr 
Greeley out of his crotchets than to send 
him to Fort Lafayette. The rest of the 
company, however, thought the matter 
one of too much gravity for such treat­ 
ment. Mr Seward said that Mr Mercier 
(the French minister) knew Mr Greeley

The situation abroad certainly warrants 
the belle! that ail our surplus wheat will be 
wanted beloru another harvest will bo secured, 
however bountiful that harvest may prove to be. 
The future .ol prices eau only be determined, 
nowcver, by the action of the clique, who coatrol 
nearly, lf not all, tho spring wheat now in 
sight. 
Apprehensions of danger lr bm drouth to the 
growing crop in Kansas and some portions ol 
California have given piuco to a better ieeling 
since those sections have been visited by copious 
rainfalls. 
Receipts here during the past week show no 
material change, averaging about 22,900 dally, aa 
against 22,000 the previous week, 37,000 the same 
week last year, and about 59,000 buohels for the 
same week in 1378. Tnc total receipts at spring 
wheat points for the wee* were 320,000 bushels, 
as against 492,OJO bushels the same week last 
year, and 470.000 bushels la 1373. The amount of 
wheat In sight la this country, as reported on the 
the 2ith Inst., was 25.301,000 bushels, showing a 
decrease slace the previous report of 1,183,000 
bushels, still leaving the visib.o supply larger by 
4 879,000 bushels than ut the corresponding date 
rn 1879. The ninon ut en passage for4the United 
Kingdom and Continent, reported up to the 25th 
inst., was 20,040,000 burhels. The grand total In 
eight in this country aud in transit for loreign 
ports aggregates 45,9o4,u00 bushels, as against 40,* 
OOO.UCO ut the last report. 
foreign markets ruled weaker on cargoes to 
arrive, while spot wheat has remained firm ;and 
unchanged. A further advance in ocean freights 
about onsets the decline in wheat here, so that 
the cost of our No. 2 laid down in Liverpool is 
siill about f I 54.
